charm and improve thoſe who behold them. Let 


your Behaviour be affable, and without Conſtraint. 
Treat none with your Severity, but ſuch as may de- 
ſerve it by failing in the Reſpect they owe you; and, 


8 as your Beauty is, regard it as greatly inferior in 


alue and Importance to the Worth of your Mind. 
To tell you, that the one is uncertain and tranſitory, 
and that the other is inſeparable from your Exiſtence, 
would be to repeat to you a Truth as old as the 
Creation.

that the two Qualities moſt valuable in your Sex are 


Catlmneſs and Good- Nature; and that, with theſe (pro- 

vided ſhe does not want Senſe) a Lady will be always 
agreeable. I have no Deſign, in ſaying this, to con- 
fine the female Genius, I know there are many of 
your Sex capable of forming the higheſt Enterprizes, 
or of attaining the ſublimeſt Sciences.

to whom it is inſupportable to hear the leaſt Good 


ſpoken of one who is abſent; and this has ſo prevailed 
in the World, that our Sex think themſelves obliged 
to keep great Meaſures, on this Occaſion, when in 
Company with thoſe whoſe Reſentment they may 
fear, or whoſe Favour they deſire to preſerve. But, 
can any Thing be more weak and ridiculous than 
Can you believe, MAD AM, the

that you are the ſole Perſon in the World who poſ- 
ſeſs thoſe Qualities in Perfection?

Does the undeſerved Praiſe ſhe receives the leaft In- 
Juſtice or Prejudice to you ? But Self-Love is too de- 
licate to hear Reaſon on this Article. The uſual 
Method, on ſuch Occaſions, is to take the Alarm, 
to exclaim againſt the Perſon commended, to enume- 
rate all her -Eoibls and, if that be not ſufficient, to 
inſinuate Faults of your own Invention, heightened 
with all the Aggravations witty ill Nature canbeſtow, 
till, before the Company breaks up, the envied Rival 
is made as deformed and  difagreeable as ſhe is 
wiſhed to be. What is the natural Conſequence of 
all this? There are always People charitable enough 
to carry the Intelligence.

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Form of a Venvs, you will never be truly amiable, 
Do not imagine, that Goodneſs and Wit are two 
incompatible Qualities. This is a falſe Maxim, owing 
to the Libertiniſm of the Age. Believe me, Pa- 
negyric requires more Spirit and good Senſe than 
Satyre. But ſuppoſe it were othermits is it not more 
Jefireable to abate a little of that Vivacity, than diſ- 
play it at another's Coſt, who, by that Means, is in 
ſome Meaſure authoriz'd to make Repriſals, which 
are often more prejudicial to you than herſelf. 
InERRE is a Salouf of another Kind, which, 
(tho? at preſent does not concern you) I think very 
proper tocaution you againſt ; I mean, that, Map am, 
which frequently happens in the conjugal / State. It 
is diſhonourable on either Side, but eſpecially on 
yours, to give Occaſion for it ; and it is very uneaſy 
to bear it.

By ſome ſhe will be told, It is @ fur- 
priſing Thing, that one with her Accompliſhments, who 
might have made ſome Man of Merit bappy, ſhould 
meet ſuch ill Uſage. Others will hint to her, That it 
2s amazing to all the World, to fee a Man, who ſhould 
think no Sacrifice too dear for her Eſteem, taken up 
with a Creature in every Refpeft ſo much below her 
that this is an undeniable Proof of the ill Taſte of Huf 
bands. With a great Deal more of the ſame Kind, 
which People are ready to ſay on ſuch Occaſions, to 
thoſe who will take the Pains to hear them. After 
the Task of Sympathiſing is over, Advices are pro- 
poſed to the ſuffering Lady; and, in order to diſpoſe 
her to the Law of Retaliation, ſhe is told, That it 
7s ſometimes proper to let Husbands know ſuch Things 
are not to be tamely borne ; that it is always in a Lady's 
Power to revenge herſelf, that frequently ſuch a Con- 
duct has better Effects than continual Forbearance and 
Moderation; and that, after all, if a Husband prove 
tirreclaimable, a Woman may be diſpenſed with for a 

little Indulgence on her Side, When the Rival is ſuf- 
ficiently ſatyrized, they begin the Deſcription of the 
 Husband ; but great Meaſures are obſerv'd in this 
Point, left the Lady's Virtue ſhould take the Alarm. 
At firſt his Inconſtancy only is blamed, next, if Ra 
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has any perſonal Faults, they are introduced to ſet 
off the Praiſes beſtow'd on the Lady herſelf. If ſhe 
is good enough to hear all this patiently, or, at leaſt, 
with Indifference, the Deſign goes on; hitherto all 


ſeems fair and generous. It appears only the ſincere 


Concern of a Friend, who zealouſly eſpouſes her In- 
tereſts, who eſteems her good Qualities, and kindly 


ares in her Sufferings ; who is ſo diſintereſted him- 


ſelf, as to juſtify her Conduct in all Converſations 
and ſo touch'd with her Grief, as to endeavour to di- 
vert it by all the Entertainments and Amuſements 
he can procure her. The Lady, by the Value ſhe 
places on all theſe obliging Marks of an extraordinary 

riendſhip, throws herſelf off her Guard, and gives 


the Opportunity to the concealed Admirer, he has 
ſo long wilh'd for, of _ aſide the Mask. The 


diſguiſed Friend and Counſellor, now ſecure of her 
Confidence, and embolden'd by her Eſteem, avows 
his Flame, and claims a Share in her Heart, he has 
no juſt Title to, but has obtained by Flattery and 
Fraud. I own, Map Au, that Perſons of your 
Rank ſeem exempted from any Hazard of this 
Kind; but, believe me, the Reſpe& due to your 
Quality is not always a ſuffictent Security; and we 
live in ſo adventurous an Age, that, if a Lady diſ- 
cover the leaſt Weakneſs this Way, there are but 
too many ready to turn it to their own Advantage. 


Wren a Difference of this Kind ariſes, a Lady 


has very great Meaſures to obſerve, with reſpe& to 
the World; for tho' nothing is more natural to us, 


than to like thoſe who pity or ſympathize with us in 
our Sufferings ; yet Virtue ſtrictly requires we ſhould 
bear this Affliction alone, and forbids a Lady, upon 
any Account or Conſideration whatever, to hear her 
Husband reflected on in her Preſence, let her Cauſe 
of Complaint be never ſo well grounded.

Self- Conceit has a very different Effect. People re- 
gard it as a Tyrant, that would impoſe its Laws up- 
on them, and rob them of the Liberty of Opinion.
